‘qs Graging im the reserved forests of the Darjeclig Forest Divisio, other than 
those north of the ligtle Rangit river, is prohibited, exeept under the followitig rales and 
jitions. * 2 ‘ 
aie Bere for grazing will be iésued by the Forest Officers in charge of ranges, 
«hbreinafter referred to as range officers, for the calendat month, on payment gf such fees # 
as may from time to time be fixed. by the Conservator of Forests with the sanction of 
Government. THe permits will fix the block or locality in which privilege of grazing 
may be exercised: such blocks or localities shall be selected by the Divisional Forest 
Officer with regard to'the protection of the forest. the convenience of the permit-holder, 
and the existing orders of Government’ on the subject, or orders which may in future be 
issued by Government. ao ; . 7 
8, He shall not be obliged to allow grazing in:avy given block to more than one+ 
head of cattle to every 10 aores of area, but on the other hang. may ‘locate sny. number 
‘of tattle in a block, provided the area available for grazing in that block be five acres 
per Herd saving will be reserved for milk cattle required for the supply of milk and , 
butter to the public in Darjeeling, JeMapahar and Jore Bungalow, aud for a number -of 
draught cattle not exceeding 15() head, ‘ vs a ¥ 
The Divisional Forest Officer will not be bound to provide grazing for any catiJe other 
than the above, but may, with the sanction of the Conservator, allow temporarily a larger

| The construction of grazing camps, enclosures, or bathans is prohibited, except on 
the ‘sites pointed out by the Divisional Forest Officer. Sites for two dathans shall be 
allowed to each* grazicr whose permit allows him to graze more than five head 6f cattle. 
Should more be required, or a change of site applied for, the question to be decidetl-in case 
of dispute by the Divisional Forest Officer and Deputy Commissioner, “5 ct ¢ 
In the cases in which the two bathans allotted ‘to a permit-holder be in-two different 
blocks, he shall uot leave one for the other without previous notice to the, range officer, 
and, without baving the permission of this officer endorsed on the permit. > .. 
“7. Por the construction of, and repairs to, these bathans, permit-holders may utiliz+ 
such dry fallen wood as pray be tound in the vicinity, and, with the permission of th 
officer, canes and bamboos.

The 5th ‘June 1885.—The Lieutenant-Governor directs the extension tO the Angul * 
estate, in the Tributary Mehals ‘of Orissa, of the following rules under section 75 (d) of, 
the Indian Forest £et (Act VII of 1878) for the prevention of fires: in Forest Reserves 
whieh, undér the notifications of the 11th December 1880 and of the 3rd December 1481, 
were applied to the districts of Darjeeling and Julpigoree in the Rajshahye Division, and to 
the districts of Lohardugga and Hazaribagh in the Chota Nagpore Division, respectively. 
{Phe season during which these rules will hold good will be from the ast Januiry. to the 
Ast June in cach yea , ; 
1.. Any person living in the vicinity of a Government Forest Reserve, or occupying . 
or: using land in such vicinity, anc desirous of clearing by fire any stanaing forest or grass 
Jand near that reserve in a locality from which such fire would be likely to endanger. the 
reserve, shall observe the following rule 
})—He shall give notice of at least one week to the nearest

(2)—He sail clear a bet of land, at least 20 feet broad, on the side of the land

3, Any person collecting inflammable forest produce, such’ as grass and bamboos, 
on land adjoining a forest reserve, and any Holder of a permit to collect such materials 
from the forest reserve, shall stack the materials so collected in an open spago as far’ 
remoyed as possible frdm the forest. : 

All persons travelling on toads passing through or along the botindary of a forest 
reserve shall camp only at such places as may be cleared and set apart for the purpose 
of camping-grounds by the Forest*Officer, who shall yearly publish a list of such grounds 
3 in the vicinity of the’ reserve. Camping at other localities thin those so set apart is 

forbidden; and all persons so camping shall light any fires they may make for cdoking 
or other purposes in such a way as not to endanger the forest reserve or the buildings or 
property on the camping-ground, and they shall, besides, extinguish all such*fires hefore 
leaving the camping-ground. . 

5. The carriage of burning wood, firebrands, or torches, through or along the 
boundary of any reserved forest is prohibited. 

These rules will bold-good during the season in which fires may be expegted to 
occuy, viz. from the Ist January to the 1st June in each year,

“Wrr« reference to Notice to Mariners No, 18 of 28th March 1885, issued by this Depart- 
ment, on theexistence of certain shoals lying in the approach to T'rinkitat (Taring-hatab) « 
harbour from the Northward, Western shore of the Red Sea, * : 

‘The .following information, the resilt of an exatnination of the locality, has been 
received from Commander the Hon’ble F. C. Vereker, H.M.S, Kambler, through the British « 
Admiralty, London :— bain 

Sha’b-ul Shubuk.—A reef extending 6 cables in a North and South direction, and 34 
cables wide, having a small sand cay near the centre, forms the 8. E. extrome of Sha’B-ul 
Shubuk ; this reef is separated from the main reef by a passage two cables in width; it may 
be passed on the eastern side at a distance of about 8 cables. 

Position of the small sand cay.Latitude 18° 44° 40" N., longitude 37° 44’ 45” B. 

A. shoal (Rambler .shoa/) extending 4 cables in a N. N, W, and 8. S. E. direction, and 
2 cables wide, with a least depth of 3 fathoms over coral, and 4} fathoms around, lies 
witp the ‘sand cay on the 8. E. extreme of Sha’b-ul Shubuk, beating N. 17° E., distant 
14 miles. 

A circular coral patch (Fairway patch) two cables in diameter, and a least depth of 
4 fathoms, lies with the sand oay on the S. E. extreme of Sha’b-ul Shubuk, bearing N. 8° 
W., distarit 24 wiles, % if 

Rés*-Makdah is marked by the most conspicuous of the low sand hills in the vicinity, 
a ridge 37 fect high. The point is low, with ¢hree small islets lying northward of it; shoal 
ground cxtends { to, 14 miles of shore. Mersa Makdah is the bight enclosed 
Between the 8. £. part of Sha’b-ul Sbubuk and Rés Makdab, Anchorage in 8 to 9 fathoms, 
sand and mud gan be found, under the lee of the reef, over the northern portion of the bight, 
but the southern part is blocked by the shoals extendimg 14 miles northward of Ras 
Makdah, = * 

Trinkitat (Taring-hatah) harbour off the entrance is an extensive coral reef, named 
Kat’ at Kennashah, which is steep-to and always visible. Between this reef and the 
harbour entrawce is a shoal extending, within the 5, fathoms live, 2 cables in a 
North and South direction and §} of a cable in width witn a least depth of 3 fathoms. 
The harbour lies 2 miles S. E. of Ras Makdah. The entrance is not easily distin: 
guished from seaward, the coast being low and sandy, Shoal ground extends 14 cables 
S. 5. of the north entrance, point of the harbour and 3} cables northward of the 
south entrafce point, narrowing the entrance within the 3 fathoms live to about half 
a cable, wo temporary beacons have been erected on the western shore of the harbour, 

‘which, kept in line bearing S. 55° W., lead in between the shoals with 24 feet least water. 
Should the becons be down, a stranger should buoy the entrance before attempting to ‘ 
enters ?
